Mv  Lord  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual 
which  has  been  prepared  on  the  lines  indicated  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 

in  circular  1/68. 


The  Registrar  General  estimated  the  civil  population  at  the  middle  of 
the  year  to  be  275,730  a  decrease  of  570  compared  to  a  decrease  of  330 

during  the  previous  year. 

During  the  year  4,431  births  were  registered  compared  to  4,398  in 
l%ti.  This  gives  a  birth  rate  16-0,  a  little  higher  than  the  15-9  of  1966 
i  ut  'till  well  below  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (17-2). 

There  has  been  a  rapid  rise  in  illegitimacy  from  1952  to  1967.  There 
were  more  than  twice  as  many  illegitimate  births  in  1967  as  in  1952  and 
they  now  account  for  nearly  1  in  15  of  all  babies. 

Many  of  these  illegitimate  births  occur  to  mothers  under  the  age  of 
and  one  was  born  to  a  mother  aged  13,  one  to  a  mother  of  14,  two  to 
mothers  aged  15,  ten  to  mothers  aged  16  and  sixteen  to  girls  of  17  years. 
I  Ik-  apt  '  of  the  putative  fathers  ranged  between  15  and  52. 

There  were  3  maternal  deaths,  compared  with  none  in  1966. 

The  total  death  rate  for  the  Citv  was  1 1  0  which  is  a  little  lower  than 
Ithe  11-7  for  1966  and  lower  than  the  1967  rate  for  England  and  Wales 

lil  1-2). 

I  I  reported  in  my  last  annual  report  that  the  cervical  cytology  scheme 
jh.id  commenced.  We  are  still  limited  in  its  scope  by  the  number  of 
t-prcimens  which  can  be  examined  for  us  by  the  hospital  service.  Once 
P'.un  it^  value  as  a  preventive  measure  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  of  1,735 
L>men  exarr'ir>ed  ten  were  found  to  have  a  cancer  of  the  cervix,  in  each 
f ave  'n  >fs  early  stages  and  apparentlv  curable  by  a  relativelv  simple 
procedure. 
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In  addition  17  were  found  to  be  doubtful  and  requiring  furtll 
examination. 

With  the  help  of  a  large  industrial  firm  a  large  number  of  women  w| 
offered  this  service  and,  where  no  replies  were  received  to  two  lettJ 
interviewed  to  see  why  they  had  not  come  forward  for  the  examinatil 
What  is  most  disturbing  is  the  number  who  had  not  come  forward  becal 
“they  didn’t  want  to  know’’.  Here  we  have  a  painless,  simple,  quick  ;  j 
private  test  which  may  save  young  lives  and  a  very  great  deal  of  sufferil 
yet  people  are  afraid  to  come  forward  in  case  they  are  found  to  have* 
early  cancer.  It  is  at  this  stage  that  cure  can  occur  and  only  at  an  eal 
stage  that,  this  is  possible. 

It  is  a  very  difficult  problem  in  human  relationships  to  know  howl) 
get  the  message  home  to  such  people,  and  I  must  reiterate  my  appeal) 
women  within  the  appropriate  age  groups  to  come  forward  for  examil 
tion.  This  is  a  life  saving  procedure. 

A  milestone  has  been  passed  for  the  Ambulance  Service  by  !■ 
completion  and  bringing  into  use  of  the  new  ambulance  station,  its 
gives  the  members  of  this  service  a  much  improved  base  from  whicli) 
operate  and  must  help  to  enhance  the  efficiency  of  the  service. 

The  completion  of  the  new  Central  Health  Services  and  School  He. 1 1 
Centre  in  Longton  is  also  noted  elsewhere  in  the  report.  This  givels 
our  own  premises  in  the  centre  of  Longton  for  the  first  time  and  is  \lf 
much  appreciated.  This  clinic  building  also  includes  an  area  officelr 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  one  for  the  Home  Help  Service.  Me  ll 
Welfare  Officers  also  use  it  and  it  makes  a  centre  where  all  our  sou, 
sanitary  and  medical  services  can  meet  together  and  discuss  problems li 
cases  common  to  any  or  all  of  them.  The  addition  of  such  servicesls 
been  most  helpful.  It  is  also  the  first  centre  in  which  we  have  full-tie 
clerk/receptionist  services  and  this  has  proved  not  only  very  useful  tole 
professional  staff  using  the  premises  but  also  to  members  of  the  genii 
public  who  now  can  call  at  any  time  during  ordinary  office  hours  and  recle 
attention.  It  is  perhaps  unfortunate  that  this  town  centre  clinic  is  nja 
Health  Centre  and  does  not  provide  any  General  Practitioners  or  Hosjld 
services  but  some  ground  is  available  on  which  an  extension  could  be  1  It 
at  a  later  date  if  necessary  to  accommodate  any  of  these. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  greatest  social  landmarks  of  the  year  wasle 
passing  of  the  Family  Planning  Act  1967  which  will  make  it  possiblilr 
local  authorities  to  provide  Family  Planning  on  a  much  wider  scale, Id 
without  the  limitation  of  medical  need.  Additional  staff  will  have  tie 
trained  for  this  work  but  it  is  intended  to  provide  centres  for  acle 
throughout  tfm  city  as  soon  as  is  possible.  It  is  certain  that  in  due  ctle 
this  service  will  have  to  be  provided  to  women  in  their  own  homes  ile 
fullest  benefit  is  to  be  obtained  from  it. 

The  number  of  referrals  of  clients  from  all  sources  to  the 
Welfare  Officers  has  nearly  doubled  in  the  last  five  years  from  797  in  ■>-! 
to  1,463  in  1967.  Hospital  admissions  have  remained  constant,  pe 
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increase  in  referrals  therefore  shows  a  much  greater  demand  for  the  help 
if  the  trained  mental  welfare  social  worker  to  maintain  patients  in  the 

jommunity. 

This  is  in  accordance  with  modern  trends  and  it  has  had  a  large  part 
o  plav  in  enabling  the  number  of  beds  in  the  major  mental  hospital  to  be 
educed  from  1,380  in  1965  to  1,160  at  the  end  of  1967. 


I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  my  colleagues  in  other  depart- 
nents  of  the  corporation  service,  and  to  the  Health  Executive  Council, 
he  Hospital  Management  Committees,  the  general  medical  practitioners 
nd  consultants  of  the  area  for  their  help  and  co-operation  so  readily  given 
uring  the  year.  We  seek  to  give  and  to  receive  full  co-operation  for  this 
vital  to  the  proper  functioning  of  a  health  department. 

F.  A.  Smith,  Chest  Consultant  and  Dr.  E.  Posner, 
hief  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  for  their  excellent  reports  incorporat-

Vital  Statistics 

AREA  AND  POPULATION 

Following  the  report  of  the  Boundary  Commission  the  area  of  the 
itv  was  increased  with  effect  from  the  1st  April,  1965,  the  increased  area 
f  the  City  being  22,949  acres.  It  is  10  miles  long,  and  in  no  part  more 
ban  5  miles  wide.  About  150  acres  are  covered  with  water. 

The  Registrar  General  gives  the  civilian  population  of  the  City  as 
75,730  at  the  middle  of  1967.  This  figure  is  a  decrease  of  570  on  the 
gure  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  for  the  previous  year. 

The  Registrar  General  in  his  Report  on  the  Census,  1961,  gave  the 
pulation  ligure  as  265,306.

*  Estimated  population  in  Wards  given  for  1951  as  the  number  of  wards  was 
I »ced  in  May,  1955  from  28  to  24. 
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The  distribution  of  the  population  over  the  whole  area  at  the  time 
of  the  1901  Census  averaged  18-6  persons  per  acre,  during  the  year  1911, 
21-0  persons  per  acre,  and  in  1921,  22-0  persons  per  acre.  The  number 
of  persons  per  acre  for  the  extended  City  in  1931  was  13-05,  in  1951  12-98 
and  the  1961  Census  shews  it  to  be  12-5.  The  extended  boundaries  now 
give  us  12-04  per  acre. 


INHABITED  HOUSES 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  Census  of  1931  for  the  Citj 
was  58,687,  in  1951  it  was  74,278,  and  the  census  for  1961  was  84,664. 

The  estimated  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  1967  i: 
92,840. 

During  the  year  1967,  1,318  dwellings  were  certified  for  habitation 
417  dwellings  were  built  by  the  Corporation,  and  901  dwellings  wen 
built  by  private  owners;  474  houses  were  demolished.

BIRTHS 

There  were  4,431  births  registered  and  allotted  to  the  City  in  1967 
iving  a  birth  rate  of  16-0  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

When  the  Registrar  General’s  Comparability  Factor  for  births  (0-99 
[»r  Stoke-on-Trent)  is  applied  to  the  recorded  rate  it  becomes  15-8  per 
,000  of  the  population. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  17-2. 

The  recorded  rate  is  0-1  higher  than  in  1966. 

The  ratio  of  births  of  males  to  births  of  females  during  the  year  was 
[018  to  1,000.  For  the  year  1966  the  ratio  was  1,072  males  to  1,000 

I'males. 

The  natural  increase  of  population,  that  is,  excess  of  births  over 
k  aths  was  1,391.  In  the  previous  year  it  was  1,157,  a  difference  of  234, 
lie  number  of  births  registered  being  33  more  than  in  1966  while  the 
kimber  of  deaths  was  207  less. 


ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTHS 

Of  the  total  births,  354  or  7-98  per  cent.,  were  illegitimate,  compared 
tth  303  or  6-88  per  cent,  in  the  previous  year.  It  should  be  noted  that  86 
Imained  in  the  care  of  both  parents  giving  a  relatively  stable  family 
kckground  to  these  children.  The  illegitimacy  rate  for  England  and 
[ales  for  1967  was  8-4  per  cent.  i.e.  84  per  1000  live  births. 
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STILL  BIRTHS 


Under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  all  still-births  must  be  notified 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  78  were  notified  during  the  year! 
under  the  Act,  and  of  these  3  were  attended  by  midwives,  and  75  took| 
place  in  an  institution. 

The  number  registered  during  the  twelve  months  ending  31st  1 
December  was  78. 

Taking  the  number  of  still-births  that  occurred  in  1967  as  78  it  is 
equal  to  1-72  per  cent,  of  the  total  births.  In  1966,  there  were  82  still¬ 
births,  equal  to  1-83  per  cent.

01  the  total  deaths,  2,409  occurred  in  public  institutions  in  the  distl 
If  the  deaths  of  non-residents  which  occurred  in  the  district  be  excbj 
and  the  deaths  of  residents  which  occurred  beyond  the  district  be  inclld 
the  net  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  is  3,040  (1,610  males  and  liO 
females),  and  the  death  rate  11-0  per  1,000.

1 1  he  total  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  was  638  an  increase  of  25 
fr|  the  previous  year.  This  is  equal  to  a  death  rate  of  2-31  and  in  Eng-

Members  of  the  department  are  willing  to  give  talks  on  this  to  al 
interested  people  by  arrangement,  and  leaflets  and  posters  are  alwal 
available. 

The  North  Staffs.  College  of  Technology  run  courses  in  Fol 
Hygiene  which  should  be  attended  by  everyone  engaged  in  the  cater® 
trade. 


PATHOLOGICAL  SAMPLING 


During  recent  years  there  has  been  a  continuing  high  number  of  cases 
dysentery  notified.  These  cases  are  very  time-consuming  because,  in 
lition  to  the  original  investigation  which  has  to  be  carried  out,  the 
►sequent  re-visiting  in  respect  of  pathological  samples  involves  the 
►enditure  of  considerable  time.  Most  of  the  households  affected  prove 
he  verv  co-opera tive,  but  there  are  occasions  when  repeated  attempts 
secure  samples  fail,  and  in  some  instances  children  have  had  to  be 
luded  from  school  for  longer  than  necessary  because  the  sampling 
gramme  took  so  long  to  complete.  If  the  number  of  cases  continues 
'ise  it  may  be  necessary  to  adopt  other  methods  of  handling  the 
hological  samples.  One  major  plant  bakery  located  within  the  City, 
ch  has  not  only  a  factory  medical  officer  and  nursing  staff  but  a 
experienced  former  Public  Health  Inspector  as  Hygiene  Officer, 
[ies  out  routine  stool  examination  on  all  of  its  workers  employed  in 
dling  real  and  synthetic  cream  and  liquid  egg.  This  stool  sampling  is 
through  the  Public  Health  Department.

S3  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  1 1  cases  of  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  were 
tified  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  (Tuber- 

osis)  Regulations. 

There  were  23  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  which  is  equal  to 
loath  rate  of  0-083  per  1,000;  in  1966  there  were  28  deaths  and  death 
|e  of  0-101.  In  1967  the  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0-037 
1,000  (Males  0-056;  Females  0-019). 

There  were  no  deaths  from  forms  of  Tuberculosis  other  than  Pulmon- 
- ;  in  1966  there  was  1  death  equal  to  a  rate  of  0-003  per  1,000.  In  1967 
death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0-005  (Males  0-005,  Females 

05). 

The  total  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  was  0-083  per 
IK)  compared  with  0-042  in  England  and  Wales. 


TUBERCULOSIS  IN  1967 

by

It  is  disappointing  to  record  that  the  number  of  cases  of  pulmonary 
tB  rculosis  considered  notifiable  rose  during  1967  to  92  compared  to  the 
rjively  low  figure  of  68  for  1966  —  an  increase  of  35-3%. 

Notifications  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  also  increased  from  the 

fil'e  of  7  for  1966  to  9  for  1967. 

Deaths  directly  attributable  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis  remained  at 
21-xactly  the  same  figure  as  in  the  previous  year. 

An  increase  of  24  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  one  year, 
eflcially  when  the  trend  has  been  almost  consistently  downwards  for  the 
P«  fifteen  years  or  so  is  rather  disturbing,  and  merits  further  investiga¬ 
te 

1 1  he  first  point  is  that  during  1967  there  were  13  notifications  among 
cllren,  i.e.  patients  up  to  the  age  of  15,  compared  to  none  in  1966. 


Ihe  second  point  is  that  during  1967,  7  patients  who  had  been  dis¬ 
c'd  from  Chest  Clinic  care  as  recovered,  re-attended  the  Clinic  and  had 
re-notified.  The  surprising  feature  of  these  cases  is  that  three  of 
had  actually  been  followed  up  for  nine  years,  two  for  eight  years, 
ai'lme  patient  had  actually  attended  regularly  for  eleven  years  before 
h>w  discharged.  Three  of  the  seven  patients  were  certified  cases  of 
noconiosis,  but  in  none  of  them  had  tubercle  bacilli  been  dernon- 
stii‘d  although  they  had  been  considered  tuberculous,  and  had  been 
H'  led. 
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One  man  who  had  last  attended  in  1958  had  been  wandering  aboul 
the  country  and  owed  his  breakdown  to  having  no  fixed  abode,  and  livin 
‘rough’.  This  type  of  patient  presents  a  considerable  problem,  for  it  ofte 
happens  that  the  Salvation  Army  Hostel  is  the  only  place  which  wi 
consider  giving  them  lodging,  and  the  residents  of  the  Hostel  are  thil 
exposed  to  infection.  These  other  contact  inmates  are  peculiarly  uncJ 
operative  in  agreeing  to  a  medical  examination  and  chest  X-ray,  whirl 
further  increases  the  risk  of  the  disease  being  spread  sporadically. 

Also  included  in  the  92  new  notifications  for  1967  are  three  ‘transfel 
in’,  that  is  patients  diagnosed  elsewhere  who  come  to  live  in  the  City.  Tvj 
of  these  were  immigrants  from  Pakistan  and  Jamaica  respectively. 

The  posthumous  notifications  totalled  six  in  1967,  compared  I 
eight  in  1966.  These  posthumous  notifications  are  an  inevitable  happel 
ing  in  an  area  such  as  Stoke-on-Trent,  where  the  death  of  any  person  wll 
has  been  at  risk  from  pneumoconiosis  during  their  working  life,  whethl 
certified  or  not,  has  to  be  notified  to  the  City  Coroner.  This  is  a  prefii 
able  procedure  and  ensures  that  some  individuals  who  have  never  bel 
compensated  during  life  for  industrial  disease,  have  their  lung  conditil 
investigated  after  death.  Widows  and  dependents  may  benefit,  aft 
further  precautions  in  the  mines  and  pottery  industry  to  prevent  pntf 
moconiosis  can  often  follow  these  investigations. 

Of  the  six  posthumous  notifications  made  during  1967,  four  wl 
women,  three  of  whom  were  over  75  years  of  age  who  had  never  attend! 
the  Chest  Clinic,  and  one  was  a  contact  of  her  husband.  She  had  adama  I 
ly  refused  all  offers  of  a  chest  X-ray  at  the  Chest  Clinic  or  the  Ml 
Radiography  Unit,  despite  numerous  visits  and  requests  by  Doctors  a! 
Health  Visitors. 

The  two  other  cases  were  men  aged  72  and  47  respectively,  who  dl 
within  hours  of  admission  to  Hospital,  and  in  one  the  disease  had  bj 
suspected  but  not  confirmed. 

The  thirteen  children  notified  in  1967  became  a  cause  for  consider;* 
anxiety.  Seven  of  the  children  were  girls,  and  six  were  boys.  Thretl 
the  girls  and  three  boys  were  in  fact  contacts.  The  latter  were  all  infecl 
by  their  mother,  who  had  been  treated  for  almost  twelve  months  I 
‘bronchitis  and  asthma’  before  being  sent  to  the  Chest  Clinic. 

One  of  the  girls  was  a  cousin  of  these  three  boys,  and  the  other  l> 
were  infected  by  their  mother  and  grandmother  respectively,  botlli 
whom  had  active  tuberculosis  with  tubercle  bacilli  in  their  sputum.  | 

Two  other  children  were  referred  by  their  own  Doctors  becauslf 
their  symptoms,  one  was  referred  from  the  School  Health  Service  fll 
another  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Service. 

Three  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  from  the  m 
General  Hospitals  where  they  were  under  the  care  of  the  Paediatric®, 
but  all  the  contacts  both  in  their  families  and  at  school  have  been  exail- 
ed,  X-rayed,  and  where  mantoux  negative,  vaccinated  with  B.C.G.fl 
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Little  can  be  done  to  prevent  such  cases  of  primary  tuberculosis 
|curring,  when  one  of  the  parents  or  a  grandparent  is  found  to  have  ha 
fectious  pulmonary  tuberculosis  for  six  to  twelve  months,  particularly 
iere  the  infecting  adult  has  refused  to  have  a  chest  X-ray  or  to  accept 
offer  of  a  bed  in  Hospital  for  investigation.  It  is  in  this  type  of  case 
at  health  education  and  propaganda,  as  well  as  relief  of  overcrowded 
|uMng  conditions  have  most  scope  in  lessening  the  risk  to  other  innocent 
tiins  in  the  same  environment. 

All  thirteen  children  have  been,  or  are  being  successfully  treated 
none  of  them  is  infectious,  and  those  of  school  age  who  are  in  Hospital 
having  their  education  continued. 

Total  attendances  at  the  Chest  Clinic  for  the  year  1067  amounted  to 
1 20  which  represents  an  increase  of  10-87%  on  the  1966  total  of  4,618 

New  patients  seen  at  the  Clinic  over  the  same  period  totalled  1,610 
lich  compared  to  the  1966  figure  of  1,426  shows  an  increase  of  12-9%. 
ray  examinations  at  the  Chest  Clinic  also  rose  by  42-3%  from  4,002  in 

f6  to  5,698  in  1967. 

These  figures  would  seem  to  refute  the  allegation  made  in  some 
Inters  that  the  Chest  Clinic  Service  was  declining  so  rapidly  that  it 
|ld  soon  be  dispensed  with  and  absorbed  by  other  specialties.

It  should  be  remembered  that  included  in  these  figures  are  thm 
patients  'transferred  in’  to  the  City  from  other  parts  of  the  country,  seven 
re-notifications  and  six  posthumous  notifications.  Of  these  six  post! 
humous  notifications  three  cases  were  suffering  from  uncomplicatetl 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  three,  all  women,  were  found  to  have  tuber| 
culosis  superimposed  on  previously  recognised  pneumoconiosis.

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The  relatively  large  proportion  of  patients  notified  from  the  Hospitals 
(30-4%)  in  1967  arises  from  the  fact  that  in  these  cases,  the  diagnosis  had 
not  been  established  until  investigations  in  Hospital  had  been  completed. 


Immigrants  Notified  in  1967 

Nine  immigrants,  all  aged  between  15  and  35  were  notified  in  1967. 
8  were  cases  of  infectious  pulmonary  disease,  and  one  had  tuberculosis  of 
the  ankle.  Two  of  the  immigrants  were  from  the  West  Indies,  one  was 
Chinese,  and  the  other  six  were  Pakistanis.  The  contacts  of  all  those  cases 
were  traced  —  not  without  difficulty  in  some  instances  —  and  no  fresh 
case  of  tuberculosis  was  discovered  among  them.  In  five  immigrants, 
the  disease  had  the  appearance  of  having  been  present  before  their  arrival 
in  this  country,  and  in  seven  of  the  pulmonary  cases  tubercle  bacilli  were 
recovered  from  the  sputum. 

Table  15  shows  the  proportion  of  deaths  as  between  men  and  women 
which  were  directly  attributable  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  1967.

During  1967  full  time  work  continued  at  the  Clinic  covering  Clini 
sessions,  home  and  hospital  visiting,  and  work  with  problem  families. 

Once  again  the  accent  was  on  help  and  advice  concerning  patient 
domestic  and  financial  problems.  All  patients  entering  hospital  via  tl 
Clinic  are  interviewed  there  prior  to  admission  and  information  o 
financial  circumstances  and  home  conditions  etc.  is  sought  so  that  advic 
help  or  information  can  be  offered  as  necessary.  At  this  interview  tl 
Welfare  Officer  gets  a  fairly  complete  picture  of  the  patient’s  circumstance 
and  many  problems  can  often  be  dealt  with  before  hospital  admissio 
This  is  reassuring  for  the  patient  and  helps  his  or  her  stay  in  hospitr 
The  Clinic  interview  is  of  great  value  to  both  the  patient  and  theWelfa; 
Officer.  The  patient  is  enabled  to  enter  hospital  without  worries  ar 
knows  that  should  difficulties  occur  later,  the  Welfare  Officer  can  hel 
The  Welfare  Officer  in  turn  learns  of  the  patient’s  social,  domestic  ai 
financial  circumstances  and  can  be  aware  of  possible  future  problems. 

Problems  most  frequently  encountered  are  those  created  by  a  sudd- 
substantial  drop  in  income  e.g.  mortgage  repayments,  rent,  hire  purcha 
accounts  to  be  met  out  of  National  Health  Insurance  benefits  which  do  n 
compare  with  usual  earnings.  In  these  cases  it  is  explained  to  t 
patient  what  allowances  are  available  to  him.  Building  Societies  usua1 
accept  interest  repayments  only,  which  are  covered  by  Ministry  of  Soc  J 
Security  allowances;  firms  operating  Hire  Purchase  agreements  oft 
agree  to  reduced  payments  until  full  employment  is  resumed.  It 
interesting  to  note  that  the  recently  introduced  Earnings  Related  Supp 
ment  Scheme  is  of  great  help  to  those  people  who,  prior  to  hospi 
admission,  have  been  in  regular  employment. 

Care  of  young  children  is  usually  the  biggest  problem  facing  marr: 
women  with  young  children,  widows,  and  women  separated  from  th 
husbands  and  often  these  women  are  reluctant  to  go  into  hospital.  Ev< 
effort  is  made  to  recruit  help  from  relatives,  and  if  this  is  not  forthcomi 
the  Children’s  Department.  Employers  are  frequently  contacted  whe: 
slight  change  in  a  husband’s  working  hours  is  all  that  is  required  to  ov 
come  the  difficulty  of  a  mother  in  hospital  and  it  is  good  to  report  that 
firm  has  yet  refused  to  co-operate  in  this  way. 

The  care  of  eldeily  and  infirm  relatives  left  at  home  is  another  ! 
quent  problem,  but  the  provision  of  Home  Help  and  Meals  on  Whi 
services  and  regular  visiting  usually  provides  a  solution. 

Many  patients  do  not  require  help,  but  they  are  pleased  to  know  t 
should  problems  arise  later,  help  is  available. 

The  Welfare  Officer  later  visits  patients  during  their  stay  in  hosp 
and  also  visits  the  patient’s  home  and  relatives  if  necessary.  Path  > 
admitted  to  hospital  without  first  attending  the  Clinic  are  interviewee 
the  Welfare  Officer  during  hospital  visiting  sessions  and  the  same  ad' 


and  help  offered.  Many  elderly  male  patients  are  found  to  need  clothing 
and  the  Welfare  Officer  purchases  this  during  their  stay  in  hospital,  either 
from  their  own  savings  or  with  a  grant,  so  that  on  discharge  they  are 
adequately  clothed.  This  same  type  of  patient  often  needs  accommoda¬ 
tion  and  every  effort  is  made  to  obtain  this,  but  good  lodgings  are  difficult 
to  find  for  such  men  and  the  Housing  Department’s  rules  regarding 
application  for  accommodation  do  not  permit  of  immediate  help  to  such 

|>le. 

Help  is  also  given  to  patients,  either  during  Clinic  interviews  or 
>ital  visits,  to  complete  various  forms,  to  write  and  post  letters,  to 
rents  and  other  regular  commitments  when  in  hospital  for  any  length 
me,  to  inform  employers  etc. 

After  discharge  from  hospital,  particularly  in  the  case  of  older  patients 
rhere  the  prognosis  is  poor,  contact  is  maintained  with  home  visits; 
r  patients  are  followed  up  at  their  Clinic  attendances. 

During  the  year  visiting  to  the  various  Sanatoria  continued  with 
kly  visits  being  made  to  Bucknall  and  City  General  Hospitals  and 
lightly  visits  to  Cheshire  Joint  Sanatorium. 

Six  people  were  sent  on  convalescent  holidays  during  1967  through  the 

1th  Department. 

Seven  patients  were  rehoused  during  the  year  and  eleven  letters 
sorting  applications  were  submitted  to  the  Housing  Department, 
uitable  accommodation  e.g.  elderly  patients  requiring  smaller  and/or 
md  floor  accommodation,  is  still  a  very  difficult  problem  but  close  and 
dant  contact  is  maintained  with  the  Housing  Department  to  ensure 
:  all  patients  with  housing  difficulties  are  helped  as  quickly  as  possible. 

Close  contact  is  also  maintained  with  the  Disablement  Resettlement 
cer  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  who  is  always  willing  to  see  patients 
irded  as  fit  for  work  again  but  unable  to  follow  their  former  occupations, 
t  patients  nowadays  are  able  to  return  to  their  own  jobs  and  in  some 
■s  where  lighter  work  is  required  firms  are  most  helpful  in  trying  to 
:e  their  workers  in  alternative  employment.  The  few,  chiefly  male, 
lents  in  the  older  age  groups  and  usually  ex-miners  and  potters  still 
ain  adifficult  problem.  However,  the  provision  of  an  Industrial  Rehabili- 
on  Unit  for  North  Staffordshire  alongside  the  proposed  Government 
ining  Centre  should  be  of  great  benefit. 

The  student  attached  to  the  Clinic  for  approximately  one  year  prior 
University  entrance  remained  at  the  Clinic  until  September.  The 
ffiasis  was  on  practical  work  and  much  of  her  time  was  spent  inter¬ 
ring  at  the  Clinic  and  visiting  patients  in  hospital  and  at  home, 
nciples  of  social  work  were  outlined  and  discussed  and  office  admin- 
ation  was  carried  out  under  supervision.  Educational  visits  and 
oductions  to  other  social  workers  and  their  departments  were  arranged 
I  at  least  one  study  period  per  week  was  allotted  to  allow  time  for  pre¬ 
bed  reading. 
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Throughout  the  year  the  Welfare  Department  has  received  help  anc 
co-operation  from  voluntary  bodies  and  Local  Authority  departments 
their  assistance  is  greatly  appreciated.

During  the  year  almost  (>(),()()()  persons  were  X-rayed  in  Staffordshire 
d  Shropshire.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  (May,  1968)  more  than 
e  million  films  have  been  taken  since  the  inception  of  the  service  in  1952. 
ie  large  number  of  significant  abnormalities  detected  during  that  period 
■  shown  on  Table  19.  General  Practitioners  continued  to  refer  a  large 
mber  of  their  patients  to  the  static  unit.

If  nothing  else  two 
ible  family  epidemics  brought  to  light  by  mass  radiography  under- 
that  fact.  The  case  finding  rates  in  some  of  the  important  groups 
liown  on  Table  20.  The  high  rates  in  Asian  immigrants  need  no 
lent  but  only  a  minority  of  these  persons  lived  in  Stoke-on-Trent. 

Pneumoconiosis 

The  number  of  newly  detected  cases  was  slightly  lower  than  in  1966 
here  was  a  further  fall  in  newly  identified  cases  of  the  more  severe 
i.e.  Progressive  Massive  Fibrosis  (Table  21).  It  will  be  noted  that 
than  half  of  the  cases  were  classified  as  category  1  simple  pneumocon- 
which  is  usually  not  recognised  by  the  Pneumoconiosis  Panels  as  a 
se  process,  but  which  is  an  important  biological  index  of  dust 
>ure. 

In  preparing  the  “International  Symposium  on  Health  Conditions  in 
eramic  Industry’’  which  took  place  at  the  North  Staffordshire  Medical 
tute  in  March,  1968,  the  records  of  the  mass  radiography  service  were 
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re-analysed  and  some  of  the  results  are  shown  on  Tables  22,  23  and  24 
The  most  encouraging  feature  of  these  tables  is  not  so  much  the  declin 
in  newly  detected  cases  since  1958  but  the  fact  that  the  majority  of  worker 
whose  age  was  40  or  less  at  the  time  of  diagnosis  had  started  to  wor 
before  the  post-war  reorganisation  of  the  pottery  industry.  There  i 
also  some  reason  to  believe  that  the  introduction  of  modern  dust  e> 
traction  at  towers’  benches  is  now  producing  the  desired  effect. 

Until  about  10  years  ago  the  pottery  industry  contributed  more  tha 
a  third  of  all  cases  of  pneumoconiosis  in  factory  workers  who  were  foun 
to  be  disabled  by  the  Pneumoconiosis  Panels.  This  proportion  has  no 
fallen  to  13%.  It  is  not  without  significance  that  in  1966  four  times  ;| 
many  cases  of  asbestosis  were  certified  than  of  pneumoconiosis  resultiii 
from  pottery  manufacture  (Table  25).  Despite  these  favourable  develop 
ments  there  is  a  need  for  further  close  observation  and  analysis,  if  on  I 
for  the  fact  that  the  industry  continues  to  use  large  amounts  of  siliceol 
materials. 

Lung  Cancer 

141  cases  of  lung  cancer  were  found  during  the  year,  another  si 
record.  This  time  the  increase  was  ominously  due  to  a  sharp  rise  of  ca^l 
in  women.  Up  to  1964  women  contributed  only  9%  of  all  cases  found  1 
the  unit,  the  respective  average  for  1965-1967  was  13%,  and  for  H)i 
alone  20%.  The  increasing  consumption  of  cigarettes  by  women  duril 
the  past  30  years  or  so  is  a  possible  explanation  for  this  trend  which  ifl 
also  been  noticed  in  national  mortality  statistics.  In  men  there  has  bef 
a  further  proportional  increase  of  cases  aged  65  and  over  at  the  timel 
diagnosis  (Table  26).

In  order  to  try  to  ascertain  some  of  the  reasons  why  some  women 
not  take  advantage  of  the  cervical  cytology  service  we  carried  out,  alo 
with  the  industrial  Medical  Officer  concerned,  a  project  in  a  large 
dustrial  company  which  employed  quite  a  large  number  of  women, 
carefully  prepared  letter  stressing  the  value  of  the  service  and  inviti 
co-operation  was  inserted  in  the  paypackets  of  the  female  employees 
the  correct  age  groups  with  a  return  slip  to  be  completed  and  returned 
the  factory  medical  department.  Those  who  did  not  reply  were  sen! 
second  similar  letter  and  those  who  did  not  reply  to  this  were  contact 
and  asked  to  come  for  interview  by  the  factory  nurse  who  explained 
whole  process  to  them  and  tried  to  ascertain  their  reasons  for  refusal 
the  service. 

The  results  are  shown  in  the  following  table.  What  is  disappoint! 
is  the  relatively  large  number  who  still,  after  interview,  would  not  col 
forward  and  particularly  the  number  who  would  “rather  not  know”. 

This  is  an  early  lifesaving  procedure  yet  the  fear  of  cancer  is  such  tl 
women  would  rather  risk  their  lives  than  know  they  had  it  and  could! 
cured.  The  problem  of  how  to  get  over  to  such  women  that  they  col 
be  saved  much  anxiety,  illness  and  even  early  decease  is  a  very  diffifl 
one.

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PROBLEM  FAMILY  CASEWORK 


The  new  Family  Caseworker  started  with  the  Department  in  May, 
mg  the  position  which  had  been  vacant  for  nearly  twelve  months.  The 
■vious  worker’s  case-load  of  fifteen  families  had  been  referred  to  various 
ler  departments  on  her  departure  as  follows: — Children’s  Department  5; 
ntal  Health  2;  Health  Visitor  2;  Council  of  Social  Service  4;  Mrs. 
untford  (Chest  Clinic)  2.  Each  of  these  was  followed  up  with  the 
jartment  concerned  and  only  one  long-standing  case  was  taken  up 
tin  by  the  new  caseworker.  The  rest  were  found  to  be  progressing 
isfactorily. 


During  the  absence  of  a  caseworker  in  the  City,  the  preventive, 
sportive  and  supervisory  work  has  remained  within  the  appropriate 
lartments,  and  the  new  caseworker  has  had  to  make  a  completely  fresh 
rt  and  re-establish  all  the  necessary  contacts.  Referrals  gradually 
rted  to  be  made  again,  and  during  the  year  contact  has  been  made 
h  3S  families.  Referrals  to  the  caseworker  were  from  the  following

Of  these  cases,  10  proved  to  be  problem  families  requiring  long-term 
)ort  and  supervision;  10  were  short-term  only  contacts  where  the 
ilems  were  resolved  or  the  case  was  referred  to  the  appropriate 
artment;  the  remaining  18  were  investigations  or  general  enquiries 
h  received  the  required  information  or  help. 

Families  are  usually  referred  to  the  caseworker  when  the  situation 
reached  a  point  of  crisis,  thus  necessitating  a  great  deal  of  time  and 
gy  on  the  part  of  the  worker  in  order  to  establish  quickly  a  good 
'flking  relationship,  and  an  understanding  of  the  problem,  before  any 
ress  can  be  made.  The  outw'ard  symptoms  of  a  situation  are  not 
ws  the  basic  causes  of  distress,  and  the  caseworker  must  seek  the 
rl  core  of  the  problem,  so  as  to  know  the  best  way  to  help  the  client  deal 
'li  the  situation. 

Alleviation  of  the  immediate  crisis  often  involves  approaching  other 
icies  with,  or  on  behalf  of  the  client,  and  takes  the  form  of  requesting 
[itional  money  benefits;  reducing  H.P.  commitments;  having  gas  and 
tricity  supplies  reconnected  where  possible;  coping  with  County 
rt  Orders  and  obtaining  Administration  Orders  where  appropriate; 
Inging  recuperative  holidays;  clarifying  legal  positions  in  respect  of 
'ing  and  matrimonial  matters;  finding  and  giving  material  aid  such 
lothing,  bedding  and  general  household  equipment ;  general  budgetting 
household  advice  together  with  the  collection  of  weekly  sums  of 
uley  towards  the  reduction  of  debts  if  necessary,  etc. 

Once,  and  if,  these  immediate  and  seemingly  overwhelming  crises 
|be  overcome,  a  family’s  deep-rooted  problems  can  be  brought  to  light 
fliugh  regular  supportive  visits  by  the  caseworker.  A  good  relationship 
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between  the  worker  and  family  is  of  great  importance  since  without  cl 
fidence  in  each  other,  little  or  no  progress  can  be  made. 

The  Welfare  Officer  from  the  Chest  Clinic  continued  her  work  with  pr  J 
lem  families  during  1967  and  one  new  case  was  referred  making  a  total 
four  families  being  helped.  Response  from  this  new  case,  referred  becal 
of  financial  difficulties  following  the  death  of  the  husband,  was  immedil 
and  good  once  the  Welfare  Officer  had  outlined  how  the  financial  difficult! 
could  be  dealt  with.  Creditors  co-operated  willingly  and  the  woman,  nl 
relieved  of  this  burden,  improved  greatly  in  health  and  temperamel 
She  now  has  a  part-time  job  and  her  eldest  daughter  started  to  w* 
recently. 

Work  with  the  three  existing  cases  continued  quite  satisfactorl. 
Weekly  visiting  continued  with  the  family  whose  problem  was  numerl> 
debts.  The  response  here  is  excellent,  payments  have  been  very  regilr 
even  when  the  man  was  away  from  work  sick.  He  now  has  a  better  pm 
job  and  is  keeping  well.  Some  of  this  family’s  debts  are  now  cleared  ll 
the  remaining  ones  are  reducing  very  satisfactorily.  They  can  see  tit 
they  are  making  progress  and  this  encourages  them  greatly. 

The  family  where  many  children  and  the  man’s  poor  employrrlt 
record  were  problems  have  had  a  rather  chequered  year.  Several  dtls 
still  remain  and  the  repayments  have  been  rather  sporadic  because  ofle 
man  being  unable  to  keep  a  continuously  well  paid  job  in  the  catefc 
industry.  Application  for  retraining  in  another  industry  has  been  irfe 
but  the  result  of  this  application  is  still  awaited.  The  woman  is  111 
coping  reasonably  well  with  housework  and  the  children  and  the  rent  I..' 
not  been  in  arrears,  proving  that  they  valued  their  re-housing  from  sin 
property.  This  family  has  been  helped  throughout  the  year  by  le 
Welfare  Officer  with  the  provision  of  furniture,  clothing,  household  1  sn 
and  a  delivery  of  coal.  In  spite  of  continuing  difficulties  they  are  Ill 
quite  cheerful  and  co-operative  and  try  to  help  themselves. 

The  last  family,  with  a  mortgage  to  repay,  is  still  not  very  respond. 
Repayments  are  being  made  regularly  but  at  a  greatly  reduced  rateld 
the  Building  Society  has  not  pressed  the  matter  since  there  is  very  littkltt 
to  repay.  The  man,  partially  disabled,  cannot  get  a  good  job  in  spivf 
great  efforts  on  his  own  but  the  eldest  boy  is  now  working  and,  as  the  c|pr 
children  near  school  leaving  age,  the  financial  aspect  at  least  shid 
improve  in  the  near  future. 

Throughout  the  year  the  family  casework  section  has  received  heljld 
co-operation  from  voluntary  bodies  and  Local  Authority  departmifcl 
their  assistance  is  greatly  appreciated.

Social  Work  Section 
-ordination  with  other  agencies 

Much  has  been  heard  recently  about  schemes  for  co-ordinating  the 
ial  work  services  provided  by  local  authorities  and  hospitals  for  the 
'tally  ill.  Such  co-ordination  has  existed  for  many  years  in  this  city 


between  the  mental  health  section  and  St.  Edward’s  Hospital,  havinj 
been  achieved  in  an  effective  if  unspectacular  way.  All  the  social  worke 
are  employed  by  the  City  of  Stoke-on-Trent,  and  work  both  within  tit 
hospital  services  and  in  the  community.  They  attend  the  psychiatric  ou 
patient  clinics,  taking  social  histories  on  new  patients  and  being  on  had 
to  discuss  social  problems  with  the  psychiatrist,  the  patient  and  tl 
relatives.  Each  weekday  a  social  worker  visits  the  hospital,  meeting  oil 
of  the  psychiatrists  to  discuss  recent  admissions  and  impending  dischargel 
The  social  worker  can  also  see  any  patient  known  to  him,  or  who  has  askJ 
for  an  interview,  and  usually  it  will  be  the  same  social  worker  who  visil 
the  patient  after  discharge,  thus  providing  the  continuity  of  care  whil 
is  recognized  as  being  so  important. 

There  is  a  harmonious  working  relationship  with  the  psychiatric  urj 
at  City  General  Hospital  and  with  Stallington  Hospital.  Co-operatil 
extends  to  the  training  of  staff,  as  both  St.  Edward’s  Hospital  ai 
Stallington  Hospital  take  our  trainee  social  workers  for  periods  of  a  montj 
and  student  nurses  spend  some  time  with  the  social  workers  and  in  seeil 
the  work  of  the  Training  Centres. 


Personal  Services  to  clients 

The  community  services  for  the  mentally  subnormal  and  their  famil 
have  been  maintained  at  the  high  level  set  in  previous  years,  with  excelle 
liaison  between  the  social  workers  and  the  training  centres  and  hostel 
It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  more  mentally  handicapped  children  are  bei 
referred  in  the  first  year  or  two  of  life.  No  doubt  the  provision  of  t 
nursery  units  at  our  Junior  Training  Centres  has  played  a  part  in  this, 
the  referring  agencies  feel  that  we  now  have  something  specific  to  offer  j 
children  of  this  age.  We  welcome  this  earlier  referral,  knowing  that,  apl 
from  the  question  of  nursery  care,  most  parents  of  mentally  handicaps 
children  can  benefit  from  the  skilled  help  of  a  social  worker  who  undj 
stands  their  emotional  problems.  This  help  is  especially  valuable  ill 
can  be  given  as  soon  as  possible  after  they  first  realize  that  their  chile j 
different. 

As  community  care  for  the  mentally  ill  becomes  more  acceptl 
pressure  on  the  social  work  section  increases.  The  total  number  of  refenl 
has  risen  from  797  in  1963  to  1,436  in  1967,  but  the  number  of  hospl 
admissions  arranged  by  the  section  has  remained  fairly  constant  at  aroil 
500  per  year.  The  increase  in  referrals  is  accounted  for  by  the  greal 
demand  for  the  help  of  the  social  workers  in  maintaining  patients  in  I 
community.  The  provision  of  this  help  has  been  a  big  factor  in  enabll 
the  national  policy  of  reducing  the  number  of  hospital  beds  to  be  can! 
out  locally.  At  St.  Edward’s  Hospital  there  are  now  1,160  beds,  c<I 
pared  with  1,380  in  1965. 

So  far  this  additional  work  has  been  carried  out  without  any  incnl 
in  the  number  of  social  workers.  This  ‘increased  productivity’  shows  1 
wisdom  of  the  policy  of  appointing  only  qualified  staff  or  training 
by  secondment  to  professional  courses  so  that  they  are,  or  become,  cap* 
not  only  of  better  quality  work,  but  also  of  more  work. 
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lome  Teaching 

One  Home  Teacher  for  mental  subnormals  is  employed.  Her  work 
imtinues  to  be  very  valuable  and  has  proved  very  helpful,  particularly 
1  view  of  the  waiting  list  for  patients  to  be  submitted  to  the  occupation 

>ntre. 

Patients  received  instruction,  chiefly  in  handicrafts,  in  their  homes, 
his  tuition  is  individual,  since  grouping  has  not  been  possible  because 
the  distance  between  cases,  and  for  other  reasons.  Each  pupil  is  seen 

lout  once  in  ten  days. 


ostels 

The  purpose  built  hostel  for  30  working  subnormal  men  and  the 
istel  for  16  working  girls  were  used  to  capacity  throughout  the  year, 
is  a  service  for  which  the  demand  is  never  constant  and  experience  has 
own  that  extra  accommodation  would  be  useful  for  the  short  term  stay 

se. 

All  the  residents  enjoyed  two  weeks  holiday  at  Blackpool  during  the 
immer,  and  throughout  the  year  various  day  trips  have  been  taken. 

A  number  of  joint  social  evenings  were  held  during  the  year. 


Southern  Junior  Training  Centre 

The  Southern  Junior  Centre  takes  handicapped  children,  both 
•ntally  and  physically,  from  the  age  of  two  years  to  about  16  years. 

The  children  are  grouped  as  far  as  possible  according  to  their  ability, 
Id  a  Special  Care  Unit  caters  for  the  doubly  handicapped  requiring  very 

L'cial  attention  and  care. 

At  the  end  of  1967  there  were  55  children  on  the  register  —  38  males 
IT  females.  The  average  attendance  for  the  year  was  48. 

Physiotherapy  is  given  twice  weekly  by  a  visiting  qualified  physio- 
J'rapist  from  the  School  Health  Service. 

The  children  are  brought  to  the  Centre  by  special  bus,  with  the 
l  eption  of  those  requiring  special  care,  who  are  conveyed  to  and  from  the 

)itre  by  ambulance. 

The  children  attend  from  9-30  a.m.  to  3-30  p.m.  and  receive  their 
Inning  milk  and  mid-day  meal  at  the  Centre.

|ivities;  physical  education,  art,  percussion  band,  needlework,  social 
labit-training,  pre-reading  activities,  number  work  and  elementary 
lodwork.

Mental  Health  Committee. 

(3)  To  Chester  zoo  on  19th  September,  which  was  organised  by  th 
Stoke-on-Trent  Association  for  the  Mentally  Handicapped.  On  eac 
of  these  occasions  the  children  were  accompanied  by  the  Centre  Staf 
parents  and  members  of  the  various  committees  concerned.

Northern  Junior  Training  Centre 

The  Northern  Junior  Training  Centre  provides  training  for  mentally 
indicapped,  also  those  children  who  are  severely  handicapped,  both 
icntally  and  physically,  from  the  age  of  two  years  to  approximately 
i  vears.  There  are  59  children  on  the  register,  36  males  and  23  females. 

Each  child  is  graded  as  far  as  possible  according  to  ability  and  is 
aced  into  any  one  of  five  classes.  The  Special  Care  Unit  caters  for  the 
verelv  handicapped,  and  for  those  who  require  special  care  and  attention. 


aining 

The  daily  schedule  of  training  at  the  centre  consists  of  the  following: 
eech  training,  puppetry,  music  and  movement,  percussion  band,  sight 
cabulary,  social  training  and  simple  art,  handwork.  A  weekly  visit  by 
e  physiotherapist  provides  remedial  treatment  for  limbs  and  to  encourage 
i  children  to  walk  where  possible.

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WORK  OF  THE  ADULT  TRAINING  CENTRE 

1967 


The  Adult  Training  Centre  is  primarily  concerned  with  the  ameliora 
tion  of  the  mentally  subnormal  in  the  community.  It  also  provide 
facilities  to  assist  the  rehabilitation  of  former  mentally  ill  patients.  A1 
who  are  admitted  are  incapable  of  leading  an  independent  existence  am 
are  in  need  of  help  and  support. 


While  mental  subnormality  and  mental  illness  are  usually  the  mai 
handicap,  many  suffer  additional  ones  such  as  paralysis,  various  physic; 
deformities,  epilepsy,  speech  defects,  deafness,  partial  blindness  an 
behaviour  problems. 


The  prognosis  for  many  of  these,  as  far  as  achieving  complete  ill 
dependence  and  following  regular  employment  is  concerned,  is  not  veil 
good.  But  it  has  been  found  in  the  light  of  experience  that  with  trainirl 
it  is  possible  for  them  to  improve,  and  in  some  cases  even  to  take  uj 
competitive  employment. 


Trainees  are  admitted  at  16  years  and  over.  Attendance  is  voluntaJ 
and  a  five  day  week  is  worked  from  Monday  to  Friday,  commencing  j 
9-15  a.m.  to  4-30  p.m.  They  receive  a  pocket  money  allowance  startiij 
at  5/-  per  week  which  can  be  increased  to  £2  according  to  progress  mad 
A  free  lunch  is  provided  each  day  and  they  are  transported  to  and  frd 
the  centre  to  points  convenient  to  their  homes.  They  also  have  five  wee| 
paid  holiday  each  year. 


Since  the  Centre  was  opened  in  December,  1961,  there  has  beenj 
steady  increase  in  the  number  of  trainees  attending.

During  the  year  12  trainees  were  placed 
bringing  the  total  for  the  last  seven  years  to  78. 
lose  their  jobs  and  come  back  to  the  Centre  for  a  short  time  until  they 
found  suitable  employment.  But  by  and  large  the  majority  of  these 
their  various  jobs  very  well  and  give  every  satisfaction.  In  all  cases  t 
receive  the  union  rate  of  pay  for  the  job. 
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The  type  of  job  in  which  they  are  placed  is  one  which  requires  the 
minimum  of  mental  effort  and  is  of  a  repetitive  nature.  For  the  men  jobs 
ike  pottery  labouring,  gardening,  car  cleaning,  kitchen  porters,  farm 
abouring,  warehouse  work,  driver’s  mate  and  labouring  in  the  building 
rade  have  proved  to  be  ideal. 

The  girls  have  done  quite  well  with  semi-skilled  jobs  in  the  pottery 
■idustry  doing  decorating  and  packing.  Other  work  which  has  proved 
luitable  include  domestic  cleaning,  food  packing,  laundry  and  canteen 

lork. 

■  raining  Programme  at  the  Adult  Training  Centre 

The  training  they  receive  is  designed  to  meet  their  particular  need 
lid  is  more  practical  than  academic.  Its  purpose  is  the  maximum  devel- 
Inriont  of  their  potentialities.  While  the  emphasis  is  on  work  and 
Idustrial  training,  time  is  made  available  on  the  programme  for  social 
laining  and  recreational  activities. 

To  simulate  actual  working  conditions  many  outwork  contracts 
le  undertaken.  These  include  the  making  of  carrier  bags;  assembly  of 
Metrical  components;  making  cardboard  cartons;  assembling  cardboard 
■visions;  hand  stamping  prescription  pads;  dismantling  Post  Office 
luipment;  price  stamping  cake  cartons;  printing  record  cards  and 
I'elling  boxes. 

I  Other  activities  include  the  manufacture  of  numerous  woodwork 
licles,  gardening,  concrete  block  making,  making  link  mat  parts  and 

lindry. 

Specialised  training  in  pottery  decorating  and  domestic  science 
Injects  are  also  given. 

The  social  training  involves  the  teaching  of  a  simple  but  essential 
■d  vocabulary,  learning  to  tell  the  time,  a  knowledge  of  coinage,  in 
*ie  cases  being  taught  to  read  and  write  and  in  general  any  knowledge 
■ch  will  help  them  to  adapt  themselves  to  the  demands  of  their  social 

ironment. 

Recreational  activities  are  organised  each  lunch  time  and  in  addition 
have  the  greater  part  of  one  afternoon  each  week  when  they  can 
tier  play  football,  cricket  or  netball  in  the  Park,  or,  if  the  weather  is 
■lenient,  play  table-tennis,  badminton,  skittles  or  dance  to  records  in 
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the  main  hall.  The  older  ones  can  play  various  card  games,  dominoes  anj 
draughts  or  just  sit  and  enjoy  a  smoke  listening  to  the  records.  A  numbd 
of  trainees  are  taken  to  the  local  swimming  baths  once  a  week  for  a  swir 
ming  session. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  maintain  a  wide  and  interesting  variety 
activities  so  that  it  is  possible  for  all  trainees,  regardless  of  their  handicap 
to  be  actively  involved  in  some  form  of  productive  activity.  Activitij 
which  teach  them  to  work  in  harmony  with  others  and  also  to  take  a  pri< I 
in  a  job  well  done. 

Social  Club 

The  Social  Club  meets  every  Tuesday  evening  throughout  the  wintjj 
months  in  the  Adult  Training  Centre  main  hall.  Its  members  consist  i 
trainees  attending  the  centre,  residents  from  the  two  hostels  and  fornl 
trainees  who  are  now  fully  employed. 

Staff  Training 

One  Instructor  was  seconded  to  the  Central  Training  Council  Diploil 
Course  for  Instructors  of  Mentally  Handicapped  Adults  at  Kingston-upl 
Hull.

I  The  administrative  block  consists  of  the  foyer,  and  passages  leading 
•he  Control  Room,  telephone  room,  male  and  female  mess  rooms, 
eat  ion  room,  kitchen,  cleaners’  stores,  heating  chamber,  male  and  fe- 
'■e  locker  rooms,  and  male  and  female  toilets  on  the  ground  floor.  On 
•first  floor  there  is  a  main  passage  leading  to  the  Demonstration  Room, 
(l‘f  Ambulance  Officer’s  Room,  Deputy  Ambulance  Officer’s  Room, 
-'innistration  Office,  Stationery  and  Filing  Room,  Officers’  Room, 
Iwhen,  General  Store,  Cleaners’  Store  and  male  and  female  toilets. 

I  I  he  garage  provides  accommodation  for  46  vehicles  and  also  includes 
aliicle  washing  bay,  with  mechanical  washing  machine,  a  vehicle  service 
blanket  store,  sluice  room,  equipment  store,  battery  and  oil  store, 
al<>mpressor  unit  and  toilet.

General  Comment 

During  the  course  of  the  year  the  work  of  the  Department  on  Foo 
Hygiene  has  continued.  Whilst  we  carefully  vet  all  proposed  new  foo 
premises,  alterations  to  premises,  and  their  equipment,  the  law  allov 
untrained  employees  to  work  in  them.  The  situation  in  the  City  in  196 
was  that  some  of  the  larger  food  firms  had  their  own  training  schemes  f 
employees  in  Food  Hygiene.  The  City  College  of  Catering  enrolled  1! 
people  on  food  courses,  including  Food  Hygiene,  cookery  courses,  Me 
Trades,  Milk  Industry  and  Licensing  Trades.  For  a  City  of  this  size  th 
is  a  very  small  number  of  people  attending  these  courses.  If  all  worke 
in  food  were  required  to  attend  classes  in  basic  food  principles  befoij 
employment  good  food  hygiene  habits  could  be  much  more  readily  cult 
vated  in  all  entrants  to  the  food  trade. 


This  training  is  possible  on  a  voluntary  basis.  The  College  is  prj 
pared  to  offer  the  widest  variety  of  courses  which  are  acceptable  to  til 
trade.  The  days  of  the  amateur  are  numbered  in  the  competitive  busine  j 
world.  Surely  it  is  logical  to  ask  now  for  trained  employees  in  all  foci 
trades.  Let  us  have  the  premises,  equipment  and  staff  all  approveij 
Uniformity  in  this  would  help  the  trade,  employees  and  the  public. 

Sometime,  somewhere,  every  day,  we  all  eat;  with  all  our  achievl 
ments  in  this  computer  age  is  it  too  much  to  expect  our  food  to  be  handltj 
by  trained  people  only? 
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During  the  year  two  serious  nuisances  occurred  from  industrial  tipping 
.  Sandyford  and  Cobridge.  At  Sandyford,  investigations  showed  that 
large  tip  was  seriously  ablaze  and  that  large  quantities  of  smoke  and 
mes  were  emanating  from  it  and  because  of  the  strong  winds  were 
using  a  serious  nuisance  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  neighbourhood. 

The  contractor  using  the  tip  tackled  this  problem  with  some  consider- 
lc  vigour.  The  City  Fire  Brigade  attended  daily  for  a  number  of  days, 
irth  moving  equipment  was  introduced  to  alter  the  profile  of  the  tipping 
d  to  cut  out  the  burning  areas.  Tipping  was  stopped. 

The  tip  contained  many  scores  of  thousands  of  tons  of  materials, 
ne  of  which  was  combustible.  To  ensure  abatement  as  soon  as  possible, 
.*  site  was  visited  daily  and  the  combustion  tackled  according  to  the 
vice  of  the  Chief  Fire  Officer  until  the  total  eradication  of  the  nuisance 

s  procured. 

It  would  appear  that  this  tip  has  been  developed  without  Town 

Iing  Permission. 

t  Cobridge,  Inspectors  went  from  this  Department,  to  visit  a  disused 
role  where  they  found  that  a  large  tanker  (which  had  come  some 
erable  distance),  was  discharging  chemical  waste  into  the  water  at 
ittom  of  the  marl  pit. 

his  marl  pit  is  at  the  site  of  a  former  brickworks.  Much  of  the 
il  quarry  has  been  filled  in  but  there  was  residual  water  of  unknown 
and  a  vehicle  ramp  had  been  constructed  down  to  the  water,  and  a 
le  had  been  installed  so  that  tankers  could  discharge  this  chemical 
below  the  water  surface. 

he  waste  in  question,  appeared  to  be  of  some  petro-chemical  origin 
>  the  waste  in  general  seemed  to  be  denser  than  water  it  sank  below 
ater  surface,  so  that  the  water  stratum  tended  to  act  as  a  seal, 
of  the  waste  appeared  to  be  of  lighter  fractions  and  this  ascended  to 
irface  and  released  an  aromatic  odour  into  the  air.  There  was  an 
lm  covering  the  entire  water  surface.  This  odour  was  carried  by 
evading  winds  into  the  surrounding  streets. 

he  intensity  of  the  odour  was  very  variable,  depending  on  the 
pheric  conditions  and  wind  direction.  The  smell  itself,  while  not 
isant  in  small  quantities,  was  a  very  persistent  smell  and  undoubted- 
ised  great  offence  to  the  residents  of  the  area  as,  when  it  was  at  its 
intense,  it  pervaded  the  streets  and  houses  and  was  difficult  to 
ate.  The  Fire  Brigade  reported  that  their  tests  indicated  no  danger  of 
sions.  The  firm  agreed  to  the  immediate  cessation  of  the  tipping  of  this 
cal  waste  and  took  action  to  neutralise  the  waste  already  deposited. 

'hese  two  occasions  emphasised  the  need  for  legislation  to  prohibit 
arm  of  tipping  without  prior  approval  of  the  Local  Authority.  In 
these  cases,  Inspectors  spent  many  hours  of  necessary  abatement 
which  could  have  been  avoided  if  prior  approval  had  been  requested 

is  tipping. 
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1967  will  be  remembered  as  the  Foot  and  Mouth  year.  Followir 
an  outbreak  in  Warwickshire  which  was  confined  to  four  farms  and  clean 
by  the  29th  September,  a  new  outbreak  was  reported  on  the  25th  Octobi 
at  Nantmawr,  Oswestry,  Shropshire.  This  outbreak  was  soon  to  1 
followed  by  many  more  in  the  Shropshire,  Denbighshire,  Cheshire  an 
Staffordshire  area.  Each  day  new  outbreaks  were  reported  and  by  tl 
year’s  end  many  thousands  of  animals  had  been  slaughtered  and  the: 
carcases  destroyed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Foo 
under  their  vigorous  eradication  policy. 

Restrictions  on  the  movement  of  livestock  were  enforced  on  marl 
counties  in  North  Wales, North-west  England  and  the  Midlands, throwingnj 
only  the  farming  industry  but  the  meat  industry  also  into  great  difficult^.] 
Animals  free  from  disease  and  free  from  contact  with  animals  and  premia] 
where  the  disease  had  been  confirmed  were  allowed  to  be  moved  lj 
slaughter  only.  This  procedure,  whilst  allowing  for  the  maintenance  I 
meat  supplies  to  the  general  public,  also  considerably  affected  marked! 
cost,  as  all  cattle  markets  were  closed.  Butchers  and  wholesalers  had! 
collect  their  supplies  direct  from  the  producer  instead  of  the  market,  a| 
routes  which  had  to  be  rigidly  followed,  often  involving  many  exfl 
miles,  were  laid  down  by  the  Police  and  Ministry  Control  Centre.  Opel 
tional  costs  at  slaughterhouses  were  further  increased  by  the  necessity! 
provide  disinfectants  in  large  quantities  with  cleaning  points  for  I 
vehicles  entering  or  leaving  the  premises. 

At  the  Public  Abattoir  slaughtering  accommodation  was  provki 
to  assist  the  growing  demands  of  the  meat  trade.  The  facilities  offei 
were  enjoyed  by  butchers  and  wholesalers  from  such  areas  as  Leek,  Cre’I 
Nantwich,  Ashbourne  and  Cheadle. 

A  full  inquiry  into  the  cause  of  the  outbreak  is  being  made  by  § 
Chief  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  F<» 
but  as  yet  his  findings  have  not  been  made  public.  However,  suppliel 
frozen  meat  from  the  Argentine  have  been  suspended  as  the  type  of  v  § 
so  far  isolated  in  the  epidemic  is  known  to  be  present  in  South  Amerl. 

The  Meat  Inspection  (Amendment)  Regulations,  1966,  enable  1® 
authorities  to  restrict  the  hours  during  which  any  animal  may  be  slaugh® 
ed  in  any  private  slaughterhouse.  When  the  regulations  came  into  1® 
last  year  all  slaughterhouse  occupiers  concerned  in  out-of-hours  slaug® 
were  asked  to  review  this  practice  with  a  view  to  its  elimination.  Hap® 
it  can  be  reported  that  the  trade  have  endeavoured  to  comply,  and® 
extra  hours  that  they  were  engaged  in  slaughtering  have,  with  ® 
exceptions,  now  been  restricted. 

Complaints  of  unsatisfactory  premises  being  used  for  the  slaug® 
of  poultry  led  to  the  introduction  of  poultry  killing  and  dressing  at® 
Public  Abattoir.  This  was  on  a  limited  scale  but  proved  that  it  w® 
step  in  the  right  direction  for  during  the  month  of  August  a  draft  co]®‘ 
regulations  governing  the  slaughter  of  poultry  intended  to  be  offeree® 


>ale  for  human  consumption  was  received.  The  appointed  day  that  the 
regulations  will  be  enforced  has  not  yet  been  announced  but  its  effect  will 
be  far  reaching  when  one  considers  the  ever  increasing  popularity  of 
poultry  for  the  table.  During  1967  two  senior  inspectors  attended  a 
poultry  course  covering  inspection,  dressing  and  packing  at  the  Smithfield 
Institute,  London. 

During  the  year  joint  visits  to  the  slaughterhouses  in  the  City  were 
made  with  the  Veterinary  Inspectors  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  and  these  visits  showed  that  the  structures  and  hygienic 
iiractices  in  our  slaughterhouses  were  generally  satisfactory.  These  visits 
[ire  made  periodically  and  are  carried  out  without  any  prior  notifications 
ko  the  occupiers,  so  that  the  Ministry  Inspectors  have  an  opportunity  of 
leeing  operations  as  they  normally  take  place  and  not  in  stage  managed 
renditions.  At  their  present  frequency  these  joint  visits  are  very  valuable 
Imt  the  control  of  slaughterhouses  is  a  Local  Authority  function  and  must 
lemain  such. 

Plans  for  a  new  Public  Abattoir  to  replace  the  existing  building,  which 
l"  required  for  Civic  Centre  Development  have  been  prepared  and  a 
luitable  site  has  been  provisionally  allocated.  The  desirability  of  main- 
liining  a  Public  Abattoir  in  the  City  has  never  been  better  illustrated  than 
luring  the  Foot  and  Mouth  crisis.  Whereas  many  slaughterhouses  in 
liral  and  semi-rural  districts,  including  two  in  the  City,  have  been  com- 
lulsorilv  closed  due  to  their  proximity  to  an  outbreak,  the  Public  Abattoir 
It  Hanley  remains  open,  not  only  to  continue  in  its  normal  role,  but  also 
l>  offer  so  much  assistance  to  other  authorities  in  need. 

Mr.  L.  A.  Trivett,  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  a  member  of  the  staff, 
las  one  of  twenty-five  Local  Authority  Inspectors  employed  for  a  period 
I  six  weeks  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  in  con- 
I'ction  with  the  National  House  Conditions  Survey,  1967.  This  survey 
las  carried  out  to  ascertain  the  condition  of  the  country’s  housing  stock. 
I  is  considered  that  the  City’s  standards  for  slum  clearance  compare 
lisely  with  those  set  out  for  this  survey. 

The  constant  “see-sawing”  of  travellers  on  to  unauthorised  vacant 
les,  towing  off,  and  returning  to  other  vacant  land,  continued  through- 
■t  the  City  in  1967,  much  to  the  exasperation  of  travellers  and  officials 
Ike.  Forty  unauthorised  sites  were  reported  to  the  City  Surveyor  who 
langed  sixty-five  towing  off  operations  in  the  City  during  1967.  The 
llicy  of  making  a  site  secure  against  trespassers  by  heaping  earth  and 
Ibble  around  the  perimeter  was  continued. 

These  operations  are  costly  and  do  not  solve  in  any  way,  the  site  con- 
lions  of  these  itinerant  dwellers. 

I  Much  talk  has  taken  place  on  the  provision  of  Local  Authority  sites 
I  these  nomads.  It  was,  therefore,  a  hopeful  sign  when,  towards  the  end 
■last  year,  a  one  day  conference  on  Gypsies  and  Other  Travellers  was 
langed  by  the  Association  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  London  in 

luiary,  1968. 
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Some  positive  policy  of  Licensed  Sites  for  these  travellers  must  bej 
evolved,  they  must  also  co-operate  to  ensure  that  these  sites  are  properly 
used.  This  would  appear  to  be  one  practical  method  of  getting  out  of  the  I 
present  ridiculous  situation  of  nowhere  for  these  travellers  to  be  f 
accommodated. 

During  the  year,  live  qualified  Public  Health  Inspectors,  includingl 
Mr.  E.  W.  Foskett,  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  left  the  staff  tol 
take  up  appointments  elsewhere.  Three  of  the  Inspectors  left  before  the] 
Establishment  Committee  decision  on  Junior  Inspectors  salaries  was! 
made.  Advertisements  for  Inspectors  on  the  basic  scale  produced  no! 
replies.  It  was,  therefore,  fortunate  that  two  of  the  Students  qualified) 
and  were  appointed  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspectors.  We  still  face 
very  difficult  period  due  to  manpower  shortage  in  our  coverage  of  publicl 
health  work. 

Mr.  Foskett  had  been  a  member  of  the  staff  for  thirty-one  years.  Hi" 
talent  was  recognised  by  promotion  ultimately  to  the  post  of  Deput\j 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.  He  enjoyed  public  health,  was  a  veryl 
enthusiastic  worker,  thorough  in  all  he  undertook  with  a  flair  for  admin-l 
istrative  work.  Everyone  on  the  staff  wished  him  well  in  his  newj 
appointment  as  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  to  Manchester. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 
General 

Steady  progress  was  made  with  the  implementation  of  the  OfficeJ 
Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963.  The  number  of  premises  regfi 
tered  was  164,  bringing  the  total  number  of  premises  registered  to  date  t| 
2,118  (see  table  33).  There  were  117  deletions  made,  these  being  almost 
entirely  due  to  the  investigations  made  by  Inspectors  from  the  Depart! 
ment. 

Altogether  1,298  visits  were  made  to  premises  for  various  purposil 
under  the  Act  and  of  these,  502  were  general  inspections  (see  Table  2SJ 
The  inspections  carried  out  of  the  various  premises  502  (see  page  110). 

Only  six  complaints  were  received,  the  majority  of  these  dealing  witl 
insufficient  temperature  being  maintained. 

Every  effort  is  still  made  by  the  Department  in  securing,  as  far 
possible,  compliance  with  the  Act  and  in  particular,  in  respect  of  new 
reconstructed  premises.  Discussions  have  taken  place  with  architectl 
shopfitters,  owners  and  occupiers  in  an  attempt  to  incorporate,  as  far  | 
possible,  most  of  the  requirements  of  the  Act  prior  to  occupation.  Tl| 
City  Surveyor’s  Department  have  also  been  consulted  with  a  view 
assisting  in  the  implementation  of  the  Act  where  it  is  known  plans  haj 
been  deposited  for  Building  Regulations  approval. 


Difficulty  is  still  being  experienced  with  occupiers,  owners,  architects 
jind  shopfitters  who,  because  a  plan  of  premises  has  received  Building 
Regulations  Approval,  wrongly  assume  that  the  premises  comply  with  all 

he  relevant  legislation.

Only  two  of  the  accidents  involved  machinery  whereas  27  of  the 
"cidents  involved  falls,  either  from  steps,  ladders,  from  one  level  to 
Mother  or  falls  on  the  same  level. 

Of  all  the  accidents  reported,  77%  were  investigated  (see  Tables  31 

Id  32). 

Unfortunately,  there  was  one  fatal  accident  reported,  that  of  a  man 
liployed  by  a  Brewery  Company.  The  accident  happened  at  a  public 
luse  in  the  City  whilst  the  man  was  handling  a  partially  full  cask  of  beer 
Iring  loading  on  to  a  vehicle,  for  return  to  the  brewery.  The  man  was 
Ished  by  the  barrel  and  died  about  six  months  after  the  accident. 

The  accident  was  fully  investigated  and,  as  a  result,  all  brewery 
Inpanies  known  to  deliver  to  premises  within  the  City  were  asked  to 
■ievv  any  standing  instructions  they  had  in  operation  with  the  object  of 
■venting,  as  far  as  is  possible,  a  recurrence  of  this  type  of  accident. 

I  Enquiries  were  made  of  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
widents  to  see  if  they  could  assist  the  breweries  in  any  way  in  connection 
Ih  Courses  for  the  handling  of  goods  and  equipment.  A  booklet  con- 
wing  the  Programme  of  Courses  undertaken  was  sent  to  all  the  breweries 
<lcerned  with  a  suggestion  that  whilst  every  encouragement  should  be 
»'n  to  the  use  of  mechanical  handling  equipment,  the}-  might  wish  to 
t|‘  advantage  of  the  Course  on  “manual  handling’’  for  their  employees. 

I  One  brewery  company  has  notified  us  that  they  are  taking  advantage 
'lliis  Course  and  another  are  giving  it  their  consideration. 

I  The  Inspector  appointed  under  Section  57  of  the  Act,  the  Deputy 
hlerintending  Inspector  of  Factories  at  Nottingham,  was  informed  of  the 
a«lent,  the  results  of  the  investigation  and  with  a  request  that  any 
alce  he  would  care  to  offer  would  be  welcome. 
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Another  rather  serious  accident  in  the  previous  year  resulted  in  th 
one  prosecution  undertaken  during  1967.  A  female  employee  unfortur 
ately  caught  her  hand  in  a  moving  belt  conveyor  and  as  a  result  she  w; 
off  from  work  for  several  months.  The  conveyor  was  not  guarded  in 
satisfactory  manner  and  a  successful  prosecution  was  obtained  (see  Tab 
30). 


The  local  District  Inspector  of  Factories  and  his  staff  were  again  mo 
helpful  in  the  advice  and  guidance  given  to  the  Department  when  reques 
were  made  to  them.  It  is  only  when  help  and  advice  is  willingly  giv< 
and  taken  by  all  members  of  the  community  that  any  Act  can  be  proper 
administered  for  all  concerned.

MEASUREMENT  OF  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Three  types  of  instruments  are  employed.  The  first  is  a  dep 
gauge  which  collects  particles  falling  out  of  the  atmosphere  and  impur 
washed  down  by  the  rain;  the  second  is  a  lead  peroxide  candle,  wl 
indicates  the  amount  of  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  air  by  the  facility  v 
which  lead  peroxide  reacts  with  sulphur  to  form  lead  sulphate;  and 
third  is  an  instrument  which  is  used  to  estimate  the  amount  of  suspen 
matter  (smoke)  and  to  measure  the  amount  of  sulphur  dioxide  in  the 


Fourteen  instruments  of  the  first  type  and  fifteen  of  the  second  t 
are  maintained  at  sites  in  the  industrial  and  densely  populated  area 
the  City,  as  well  as  in  the  more  open  and  purely  residential  areas, 
readings  of  these  instruments  are  analysed  monthly  and  the  results 
1967  are  shown  in  Tables  No.  40  and  41.  These  readings  are  now  gi 
for  the  ‘‘total  undissolved  matter”  content  of  the  deposit  and  not  the  t 
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>f  soluble  and  undissolved  matter,  as  formerly.  This  is  because  this 
-ontent  is  probably  the  best  index  of  local  nuisance  and  may  not  be 
iffected  by  variation  in  the  amount  of  rainfall.  The  readings  are  given  in 
'milligrammes  per  square  metre  day”  instead  of  "tons  per  square  mile 
nonth”,  as  formerly.  They  are,  therefore,  more  accurate  as  the  deposit 

I—~e  will  only  give  a  reasonably  accurate  reading  over  a  radius  of  one 
ter  mile,  and  the  time  intervals  between  analysis  may  not  be  equiv- 
:  to  one  month. 

The  average  monthly  readings  for  the  year  of  solid  deposits  (insoluble) 
>wer  at  13  out  of  the  14  stations,  and  for  sulphur  dioxide,  are  lower  at 
it  of  the  15  stations,  than  those  for  1966. 

The  third  type  of  instrument  consists  of  an  apparatus  through  which 
rom  outside  the  building,  is  drawn  at  an  even  rate  of  approximately 
l.  ft.  per  day  and  passed  through  a  filter  paper  which  retains  the  sus- 
ed  matter  in  the  air,  forming  a  “stain”,  then  through  a  solution  of 
ogen  peroxide  where  the  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  air  is  converted  to 
uiric  acid.  An  eight-port  apparatus  is  in  operation  which  auto- 
cally  switches  the  incoming  air  from  one  set  of  prepared  filter  papers 
solutions  to  another  every  24  hours,  thereby,  only  needing  attention 
y  seven  days.  The  amount  of  “smoke”  retained  on  the  filter  papers  is 
lated  by  means  of  a  photo-electric  reflectometer  and  the  acid  solution 
rated  with  a  standard  alkali  solution.  The  amounts  of  “smoke”  and 
inr  dioxide  recorded  are  given  in  “microgrammes  per  cu.  metre”. 

Five  instruments  of  the  third  type  are  now  in  operation,  one  being 
y  commissioned  in  February.  The  sites  of  these  instruments,  and 
'eadings  obtained,  are  shown  in  Table  41.  Table  40  shows  the  read- 
of  “smoke”  obtained  at  station  No.  16  since  1959  as  a  comparison 
the  readings  obtained  from  a  similar  instrument  in  use  at  the  Sewage 
ks,  Leek  Road,  Hanley  between  1925  and  1949. 

The  sites,  where  the  five  instruments  of  the  third  type  are  maintained, 
■  specially  chosen  because  of  the  type  of  district  where  they  are 
ited.  These  are: — 

Station  No.  3 — Industrial  area  interspersed  with  domestic  premises 
of  high  density ; 

Station  No.  10 — Residential  area  with  medium  density  housing  inter¬ 
spersed  with  low-density  housing  and  fields; 

Station  No.  1 1— Residential  area  with  medium  density  housing, 
typically  an  inner  suburb  or  housing  estate,  surrounded  by  other 
built-up  areas  and  interspersed  with  some  industrial  under¬ 
takings; 

Station  No.  16 — Mixed  area  of  commercial  and  industrial  property 
with  high  density  housing; 

Station  No.  20 — Predominantly  a  residential  area  with  high-density 
housing  (terraced)  interspersed  with  some  industrial  under¬ 
takings. 
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The  concentration  of  smoke  in  the  air  at  any  point  depends  on  tt 
housing  density  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  and  not,  as  may  1 
thought,  on  the  size  of  a  town.  It  also  depends  on  the  customs  of  tl| 
inhabitants.  As  this  district  is  a  mining  area  where  concessionary  coal 
allocated  to  miners,  more  coal  per  head  of  population  may  be  burned  th; 
in  other  areas. 

Now  that  local  industry  has  reduced  smoke  emissions  by  upwards  I 
90%,  by  the  use  of  gas  and  electricity  in  place  of  coal  and  the  burning  ] 
coal  relatively  smokelessly  in  boilers,  the  greatest  source  of  smoke  is  ncl 
due  to  the  use  of  coal  on  domestic  firegrates,  which  takes  place  mainl 
during  the  winter  months. 

A  study  of  Table  41  shows  that  the  amounts  of  sulphur  and  “smokl 
recorded  have  a  relationship  with  the  type  of  district  in  which  the  parti 
ular  station  is  sited. 

Station  No.  16  is  in  an  area  which  became  smoke  controlled! 
October,  1964.  It  will  be  interesting  to  see  what  improvements  are  shoi 
when  the  districts  where  the  other  instruments  are  situated  are  bromj 
under  Smoke  Control. 

CONTROL  OF  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

When  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  was  passed,  the  boiler  plant  a* 
colliery  in  the  northern  part  of  the  City  contravened  the  Dark  Sm<* 
(Permitted  Periods)  Regulations,  195S.  This  contravention  was  due] 
the  nature  of  the  equipment  and  not  due  to  any  failure  to  propel 
maintain  the  equipment.  Under  the  Clean  Air  Act  a  period  of  seven  yel 
was  allowed  in  which  to  alter  or  equip  the  building  so  as  to  enable  it  to® 
used  without  likelihood  of  contraventions. 

These  boilers  were  fired  by  pulverised  coal  and  were  install 
together  with  the  pulverising  plant,  storage  bunkers  and  burners,  scl 
thirty  years  ago  and  used  the  lines  from  the  coal  cleaning  plant,  which  1 
a  dry  process  at  that  time.  The  smoke  emissions  had  always  been  til, 
but  prior  to  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  mines  received  some  protection  uim 
previous  Acts. 

The  National  Coal  Board  since  1958  have  carried  out  modification!' 
the  existing  plant  at  considerable  expense.  The  effect  of  these  nrodili- 
tions  was  that  the  density  of  the  smoke  emission  was  reduced  but  it® 
not  allow  of  the  boilers  being  operated  without  contraventions.  It  1* 
finally  decided  to  scrap  the  existing  method  of  burning  coal  and  in«l 
chain  grate  stokers  to  each  boiler.  This  has  now  been  done  and  the  pit 
is  operating  with  little  or  no  smoke  emissions. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  have  issuela 
Memorandum  on  “Grit  and  Dust”,  which  follows  the  recommendatis 
of  the  Working  Party  on  Grit  and  Dust  Emissions.  Sampling  metlis 
and  recommended  maximum  levels  of  emission  are  laid  down  in  1- 
nection  with  solid  fuel  and  oil  fired  furnaces.  In  a  circular  issued  witlje 
Memorandum,  the  Ministry  calls  on  local  authorities  in  black  arealo 


review  all  sources  of  grit  and  dust,  and  to  take  all  practicable  steps  to  get 
the  emissions  reduced  to  acceptable  limits.  At  the  moment,  any  measure¬ 
ments  made,  including  the  making  of  necessary  adaptations  to  chimneys, 
would  need  the  voluntary  co-operation  of  factory  owners  or  occupiers. 
Also  it  will  be  necessary  for  staff  engaged  on  this  work  to  be  instructed  in 
the  measuring  techniques  and  interpretation  of  results. 

Two  factories  in  the  area,  whose  boiler  plant  gave  rise  to  grit  nuisance, 
lave  carried  out  alterations  which  have  eliminated  the  nuisance  by 
a)  providing  coking  stokers,  instead  of  sprinkler  stokers,  to  two  boilers, 
ind  (b)  providing  new  boiler  plant,  which  is  now  fired  by  means  of  oil. 

A  firm  in  the  district  manufacturing  potato  crisps,  volunteered  to 
ibtain  the  services  of  a  firm  of  deodorant  manufacturers  in  order  to 
lliminate  or  mask  the  odour  arising  from  the  process.  Apparatus  was 
■stalled  and  tests  were  carried  out  over  a  period  without  any  apparent 
lhange  in  the  odour.  No  further  action  as  yet  has  been  taken  as  it  is 
1'iusidered  that  the  odour  does  not  constitute  a  public  health  nuisance. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  a  Clean  Air  Bill  was  laid  before  Parlia¬ 
ment.  One  of  its  provisions  will  deal  with  smoke  arising  from  the  burning 
It  waste  in  the  open  on  industrial  and  trade  premises.  This  will  allow  of 
■  tion  being  taken  in  respect  of  smoke  arising  from  the  burning  of  car 
1'dies  —  which  is  becoming  more  prevalent  —  without  the  necessity  of 
moving  a  nuisance.  Further  sections  deal  with  grit  and  dust  from 
■rnaces  and  empowers  the  Minister  to  make  regulations  prescribing  limits 
li  the  quantity  of  grit,  dust  and  fume;  they  will  therefore  make  the  afore- 
lentioned  Memorandum  of  wider  application. 

This  year  saw  the  demise  of  the  coal-fired  bottle  oven.  One  coal- 
led  kiln  is  still  in  use  for  enamel  firing. 

Further  gas-fired  and  electrically-fired  continuous  kilns  and  gas-fired 
Itermittent  kilns  were  brought  into  use.  Several  of  the  continuous  kilns 
lased  production  and  several  were  converted  to  the  use  of  butane/air.

Complaints  have  been  referred  to  the  District  Inspector  in  respect 
smoke,  fumes  and  smell  emanating  from  several  registered  processes, 
ironworks  and  a  works  manufacturing  salt-glazed  drain  pipes  were 
1  main  cause  of  complaints. 
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As  regards  the  ironworks,  following  the  installation  of  cleaninj 
equipment  to  the  hot  blast  cupola  last  year,  collecting  and  cleanin: 
equipment  is  being  installed  in  connection  with  the  blast  furnaces. 


Smoke  Control  Areas 

These  are  areas,  established  by  means  of  Orders  made  by  the  Cib 
Council  and  confirmed  by  the  Minister,  in  which  it  is  an  offence,  excep 
where  exemptions  are  in  force,  to  emit  smoke  from  a  chimney  unless  u 
can  be  proved  that  the  smoke  arose  from  the  burning  of  an  authorised 
smokeless  fuel.  Grants  are  payable  to  owners  and  occupiers  of  dwelling 
houses  in  areas  covered  by  Orders  that  have  been  confirmed,  who  need  tj 
adapt  their  fireplaces  to  burn  smokeless  fuels  in  order  to  avoid  contra 
ventions. 

Order  No.  16  (Longton  Town  Centre  and  Longton  Hall)  was  confirmel 
on  the  6th  March.  The  work  of  converting  and  adapting  fireplaces  ij 
private  dwellinghouses  to  allow  of  compliance  with  the  Order  was  carriel 
out  and  grant  payments  made.  Observations  were  made  of  chimnejl 
serving  boiler  plant,  and,  where  necessary,  occupiers  were  advised  of  changfl 
necessary  to  ensure  compliance.  The  Order  came  into  operation  on  hi 
October. 

The  Order  No.  17  (Trent  Vale,  Springfields  and  part  of  PenkhulJ 
was  presented  to  the  City  Council  and  was  sent  to  the  Ministry  on  til 
18th  September. 

Further  Orders,  No.  18  and  19  covering  areas  where  housing  develoi 
ment  was  expected,  and  No.  20  covering  an  area  of  recent  Council  ail 
private  housing  development  and  where  development  was  current! 
taking  place,  were  sent  to  the  Ministry  and  confirmed  on  18th  Decemlx! 

A  further  Order  No.  21,  covering  Burslem  Town  Centre  and  adjacel 
housing  development,  was  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  City  Counci 

Preparation  of  Order  Nos.  22  and  23  was  in  progress. 

Fifteen  contraventions  of  the  Orders  were  detected,  warnings  w(i 
issued  to  occupiers  in  four  cases  and  prosecutions  were  instituted  in  resptl 
of  the  remainder.  Fines  of  10/-  were  made  in  five  cases  and  absolil 
discharges  were  given  in  respect  of  six  cases.  These  nominal  fines  do  rl 
assist  in  the  enforcement  of  Smoke  Control  Orders  although  the  Cil 
Council  have  spent  large  sums  of  money  in  grants  for  the  conversion! 
appliances  to  burn  smokeless  fuels. 

The  Clean  Air  Bill,  referred  to  previously,  contains  a  provision  til 
it  will  be  an  offence  to  acquire  or  sell  by  retail,  solid  fuel,  other  than  fl 
authorised  fuel,  for  use  in  a  building  which  is  not  exempted.  If  this  II 
comes  law,  it  should  assist  in  preventing  contraventions  by  putting/! 
onus  on  the  retailer  not  to  sell  bituminous  fuel  to  occupiers  of  dwellii! 
houses  in  a  Smoke  Control  Area. 
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NOISE  AND  VIBRATION 
(Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960) 

Once  again,  the  greatest  number  of  complaints  received  have  come 
inder  this  heading  and  mainly  in  respect  of  industrial  type  of  premises. 


The  increase  in  the  number  of  coin  operated  laundries  is  a  further 
mrce  of  complaint  where  they  adjoin  dwellinghouses.  Although  under 
planning  approval,  the  hours  of  opening  are  controlled  and  a  time- 
ontrolled  lock  to  the  entrance  door  is  provided,  its  use  can  be  abused  and 
|he  use  of  the  premises  continue  later  than  desired. 

An  unusual  complaint  was  received  from  a  resident  that  he  was 
doubled  with  a  noise  which  prevented  him  obtaining  proper  rest  at  night, 
[his  was  investigated  on  several  occasions  and  each  time  there  was  dead 
lienee.  This  resident  persisted  in  his  complaint  and  indicated  noise 
|>urces  within  a  quarter  of  a  mile,  such  as  transformer  sub-stations,  as 
eing  the  cause.  Some  people  appear  to  be  super-sensitive  to  noise  and/or 
Ibration  and  it  is  submitted  that  the  Noise  Abatement  Act  is  not  intended 
deal  with  noise  or  vibration  noticed  by  abnormally  sensitive  people, 
this  case,  as  no  member  of  the  staff  can  detect  any  noise  or  vibration, 
he  investigation  cannot  be  proceeded  w'ith.

HOUSING  INSPECTIONS, 
RECONDITIONING  SLUM  CLEARANCE, 
DEMOLITION  AND  CLOSURE  OF  UNFIT  HOUSES 
IMPROVEMENT  OF  HOUSES 


The  programme  submitted  and  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housin 
and  Local  Government  in  1955,  estimated  a  total  number  of  unfit  house 
in  this  City  to  be  12,000  and  it  was  proposed  to  deal  with  6,000  of  thes 
within  the  first  five  years,  ending  1959.  As  a  result  of  these  inquirie 
and  action  on  individual  unfit  properties,  11,630  of  these  houses  have  bee 
dealt  with.  To  date  225  public  and  private  inquiries  have  now  been  hel 
in  the  City. 


During  the  year  1967,  37  clearance  areas  were  submitted  to  tlj 
Ministry  for  confirmation. 

The  demolition  and  clearance  of  the  sites  is  continuing  to  won 
satisfactorily.  During  the  year,  443  houses  were  demolished  and  til 
sites  cleared. 

Work  continues  on  Improvement  Grants,  and  since  the  passing  of  tl  j 
Act  in  1949,  a  total  of  5,400  grants  have  been  completed  out  of  9,  HI 
applications.  It  is  regretted  that  more  owners  of  tenanted  houses  do  n| 
make  greater  use  of  this  financial  assistance  to  effect  improvements 
existing  housing  accommodation. 

Under  the  Housing  Act,  1964,  Improvement  Areas  can  now  be  mal 
whereby  dwellings  which  are  situated  in  an  Improvement  Area  and  ;j 
tenanted,  can  compulsorily  be  brought  up  to  provide  standard  amenitij 
Two  such  Improvement  Areas  have  already  been  submitted  to  the  Loci 
Authority  for  their  approval. 

Families  from  523  condemned  houses  were  awaiting  re-housing 
the  end  of  1967.  Unfortunately,  this  figure  is  likely  to  be  increased  I 
sub-standard  properties  will  still  continue  to  be  used  for  human  habitatil 
for  many  years,  unless  there  is  a  substantial  increase  in  the  provision j 
new  houses  in  the  immediate  future. 
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lousing  Repair  and  Demolition,  etc. 

During  the  year,  11  applications  were  received  for  a  Certificate  of 
-.repair.  4  certificates  were  issued  in  respect  of  all  the  defects  and  1 
|rtificate  issued  in  respect  of  some  of  the  defects. 

In  2  instances  an  undertaking  submitted  by  the  landlord  to  complete 
repairs  within  a  period  of  six  months  was  accepted  in  lieu  of  issuing  a 
|rtiticate  of  Disrepair.  The  remaining  applications  are  being  considered. 

Two  applications  were  received  for  the  cancellation  of  Certificates  of 
'repair  and  the  certificates  were  cancelled. 

Housing  repairs  were  dealt  with  through  the  medium  of  the  Public 
lalth  Act,  15)30,  and  only  in  special  cases  is  action  taken  under  the 

fusing  Act,  1957.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  of  the  City  is  provided  by  the  Staffordshire  Potteries 
liter  Board,  and  is  obtained  from  wells  and  boreholes  sunk  in  the  New 
Id  Sandstone  rocks,  from  springs  issuing  from  the  Millstone  Grit  and 
■face  water  collected  and  treated  from  an  impounding  reservoir  at 
Itesworth,  near  Leek. 

The  supply  is  a  constant  one,  and  practically  all  the  houses  within 
v  City  have  a  piped  supply  for  domestic  purposes.  Only  a  few  persons 
Iw  water  from  standpipes.  Water  is  supplied  also  for  the  trade  purposes 

■the  district. 

The  water  is  not  plumbo-solvent.  Chloramine  treatment  is  applied 
■the  whole  of  the  water  supply. 

I  During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1967  the  Board  took  950 
Ideriological  and  233  Chemical  samples  of  water  as  supplied  to  the 
«rict  including  samples  of  the  final  water  after  treatment  of  the  Tittes- 
wth  Reservoir  water.  All  the  waters  are  periodically  examined  for  radio- 
«ve  levels  and  all  are  very  low,  well  within  the  maximum  permissible 
Wls  laid  down  by  the  Medical  Research  Council,  and  were  reported  on 
jfreing  “very  satisfactory,  clear  and  bright  in  appearance  and  of  the 
•pest  standard  of  bacterial  purity,  indicative  of  a  pure  and  wholesome 
Nlcr  suitable  for  the  purposes  of  a  public  supply”.  Of  the  total  number 
Samples  taken,  100%  were  free  from  faecal  contamination  (E.Coli.  I.) 
al  94%  were  free  from  Clostridium  Welchii  organisms.  The  chemical 
‘■ity  was  also  of  the  highest  standard. 
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The  total  rainfall  during  the  year  was  33-93  inches,  this  being  3% 
above  the  Standard  Average  of  32-95  inches. 

During  1967,  the  average  daily  quantity  of  water  consumed  in  the 
whole  of  the  Board’s  area  of  supply  amounted  to  24,507,000  gallons,  with 
a  population  of  480,000,  this  represents  an  approximate  consumption  of 
51  gallons  per  head  per  day  for  domestic,  trade  and  waste  purposes.
